'It is not often that two stones are re- 


moved by the killing of one bird, bufc 
such seems to be the result of a recent in- 
novation in sporting customs. For years 
Iiumane people and humane societies 
iave protested against the shooting of 
pigeons from traps, and the ingenuity of 
the UMted States has been devoted for a 
time almost equal, to devising means for 
the elimination, of the English sparrow. 
2Sfow the trap-shooters have taken to us- 
ing sparrows for targets, thus at once 
giving pigeons a chance for life and re- 
aircing the surplus of the brown-feath- 
ered little nuisancesJ" It may be suggested 
that what is cruelty to a pigeon is cruelty 
to a sparrow, and this Is probably true. 
The real answer seems to be that the kill- 
ing of either sparrow or pigeon from a 
"trap Is no more cruel than to shoot the 
same bird free upon the "wiag, but that, 
-vrMle the sparrow is a pest, the pigeon is 
& useful bird ard its butchery without 
giving It a chance for its life is wanton 
aad unsportsmanlike, threatening the ex- 
Unctlon of Its kind.

»Sue knew the queerest little 
songs ono ever Jieard, and wnen laccom- 
jjanicd her on tlie banjo she Avas the 
happiest old c-jlored woman in

Louisiana. 


*'Ah, those were happy, happy days 
with us all. 
I ; «imemner time aud again, 
after cutting u[) (;in* ^antics and didoes,' 
father would jump up from his chair and 
uAclaim. 
»Jileas my heart, girls; bless 
yoursuuls! 
JJ^re it ii five minutes to i 


midnight and I was going to bed at 9. 
Such another set of little imps I never 
saw. 
The idea of keeping a fellow from 
'lj all his beauty sleep.

You may be sure we re- 
J tired in high glee over our power of suc- 
cess in entertaining father. 
Many times 
became in at about 10 oVlock, kissed us 
all *good evenina:,' then kissed us over 
aofain *good night* and M'cnt oil to bed. 
When the hour was that late and we'd 
;be^- him to stay with us just a minute, 
"hqVl reply 
»Thank you, dearies, but I 
can't stay just a minute with you all.

But then every- 
thing was in a state of excitement, every- 
thing an uncertainty except the war. So 
it was hard to think of leaving home. 
Father looked at us all, then walked out 
of the room, 
saying: 'Decide among 
yourselves, girls; one must go, but I 
cannon say who that one must be.' 
We 
looked at each other, then cried a little, 
th'^n drew straws. 
The shortest straw 
fe,l to my lot, so I knew that meant an 
adieu to home and loved ones, though I 
didn't know how long our separation Avas 
to be, oV my heart would have given 
away. 
In a week I left for Aunt Belle's. 
Everyone cried, even to Aunt Sue, just 
as if I was going to the other end of the 
world - 


"My aunt was delighted when 
she 
saw me coming in, and the sight of my 
great old leather trunk made her forget 
her age and skip down the walk to meet 
it.

" I found her better, so hurried back 
to Aunt Belle. 
When 1 reached 
tho 
liouse [ was all in a shiver, so slamming 
the door hastily I hurried to the fire and 
began Avarming myself in real earnest. 
Presently I heard a suppressed laugh, 
and when I saAV two Yankee soldiers sit- 
ting near the hearth getting a benefit 
from the same fire I nearly lost my senses. 
I looked at them steadily, but for the life 
of me could not speak.

Silk thread is soaked in acetate of lead 
to increase its weight, and persons who 
pass it through the mouth -in threading 
needles, and then bite it off with tho 
teeth, have suffered from lead poisoning. 


Strangers traveling through or sojourn- 
ing in districts known to bo abounding in 
malarial fevers and ague, should dress iu 
flannel clothing, avoid raw fruits, open- 
air bathing and night air, and drink tea 
and coffcc, or only water that has been 
previously boiled. 


The relative values as foods of 
the 
grains named below are given by Profes- 
sor Wiley as, flrst, wheat; second, sor- 
ghum; third, ifaizp; fourth, unhulled 
oats. 
Sorghum-seed furnishes a flour like 
buckwheat, that makes passable bread, 
and is coming into considerable use. 


Vermilion wood has recently been iised 
to some extent iu decorative art work,

hot it can be applied with a brush, or it 
can be cast, turned and polished. 


Crushed slag is said to be greatly su- 
perior to dry earth as an absorbing and 
deodorizing material for earth closets, 
both on account of its extreme porosity, 
which makes the use of a smaller quan- 
tity possible, and from its value as a fer- 
tilizer, which is vastly increased by using 
it for the purpose suggested. • It is also 
cheap and plentiful. 


It appears that tempering drills need 
no longer be a painstaking and pro- 
tracted process. 
According to the dis- 
covery made by a workman in the Car- 
son (Nev.) Mhat, drill points may be so 
tempered, electrically, 
that they will 
penetrate the hardest steel or plate glass 
by being heated to a cherry red and then 
driven into a piece of lead. 


E.xperiments by Dr. Pinel show that 
hypnotic patients will obey the direc- 
tions conveyed to them mechanically by 
the phonograph as readily as thoy will 
obey living words. 
Hence, he argues, 
the theory of animal magnetism—that is, 
of a magnetic current passing from op- 
erator to subject—is baseless, and the 
real cause of the phenomena of hypno- 
tism is a disordered mental Btattí". 


Bosworth 
Smith, in a report on the 
Kolar gold field, in Southern India, re- 
cords some finds of old mining imple- 
ments, old timbering, fragments of bones, 
an old oil lamp, and broken pieces of 
earthenware, including a crucible, the 
remains of ancient mining operations. He 
expresses astonishment at the fact that 
the old miners were able to reach depths 
of two hundred or three hundred feet 
through hard rock, with the simjjle ap- 
pliances at their command. 


The brilliant and beautiful white gati'n 
enamel applied to some of the French 
])apers and cards is a composition con- 
sisting of twenty-four parts by weight of 
parafline and cae hundred parts of pure 
kaolin, very dry, and reduced to a fine 
powder. 
Before mixing with the kaolin 
the parafiine is heated 
to the fusing 
point, and, on cooling the mixture forms 
a homogeneous mass, which, when re- 
duced to powder, is worked into a paste 
in a paint mill with warm water; this is 
the enamel readly for application, and 
can be tinted as desired.

Russian Wolves. 


A curious report was recently brought 
home by a traveler from Norway, which, 
if it be true, will go far to correct the 
accepted ideas concerning the wisdom of 
extirpating noxious animals in countries 
where they abound. 
It is said that in 
one of the northern provinces the reward 
offered by Government for the destruc- 
tion of wolves had resulted in their be- 
coming practically extinct, and thus far 
there was every reason for congratulation. 
But it now appears that, unknown 
to 
man, the Norwegian wolves had been 
constantly engaged in a patriotic war of 
self-defense against the voracious packs 
of Russian Lapland; so long as tlieir 
numbers M'cre undiminished 
they held 
their ground, and even continued to do 
for some time after they had begun to be 
decimated by the miguided hostility of 
their human fellows. 
It would seem that 
there then supervened a period in which 
the Russian wolves assumed a wily Fabian 
policy, ''biding their time" until 
the 
hand of man, stimulated, by Government 
blood money, had finished its work.— 
Murrai/^s Ma^jazine,

The Kichcst of All Plants. 


What is ramie? 
It was formerly placed by the botanists 
in the class of Urtica, but it is now called 
Boehmeria, or spearless nettle. 


I -will call it 
no scientific name, I 
will simply name it the richest of all 
plants, for it possesses v/ealth of growth, 
wealth of development, and wealth of 
fiber, says Jules Juvenet. 
In ordinary 
light ground, with a little watering now 
and then by rain or irrigation, no plant 
will grow so rapidly, no root will multi- 
ply more quickly and produce 
more 
stalks; np vegetable fiber is handsomer, 
richer or more silky than ramie. 


It is a perennial plai*, and when once 
put in the ground it grows for over 
twenty years without replanting, giving, 
according to the climace, two or three 
crops a year; it is easy of cultivation, re- 
quiring only a soil clean and loose; it is 
planted iu straight rows three feet a]}art, 
in H small up-hill form; the plants must 
bo kept very clo^c, in order to shoot 
forth 
straight 
stalks, 
without 
any 
branches; it grows about like willow, 
nn average of fifteen to twenty switches, 
from six to eight and ten feet high, cov- 
ered on the-upper part wich large green 
leaves, white underneath. 


TJirough its leaves ramie takes its 
nourishment from the ozojje pf the air. 
This doyelpped part of nourishment of 
the plant, added %o the large extensive 
propensity of the mother J'oot^ from 
which runs horizontally aud down a lot 
rhizojnes and smaller roots, explain 
, fhe extraordinary vitalitj'of the plant and 
it^ three and four crops a year in some 
cüuntrieF. 


The Chinese alone have for 1000 years 
])ast extensively cultivated the ramie 


CABE OF FAnM STOCK. 


Every farmer should caiofully study 
tho tables sent out by our experimental 
stations, giving food values of difTerent 
kinds of forage and grain, and the food 
requirements of animals of all sizes aud 
under various conditions. 
Having done 
this, ho should study how his various 
kinds should be mixed, and what should 
be given of each one, or what should bo 
added to make it better adapted to their 
wants. 
The cow that is giving milk 
wants other food from the dry one. 
Tho 
horse that works all day upon the team 
should not feed iu the same way as the 
fast trotting horse, having only moderate 
cxercise two or three times a week, and 
the amount should vary with weight and 
ago to a certain extent. 
But with the 
knowledge gained from these 
tables 
should go something of experience and 
good judgment, and a constant watchful- 
ness. 
To know just what any individual 
animal can eat and digest, and to vary 
food as they may require it, cannot be 
learned any^where but in the presence of 
the animal.' The truly successful feeder 
must love his animals, and be in such 
sympathy with them that he will know 
when anything is wrong with them, as 
quickly as the mother does with her in- 
fant that cannot talk.—Americaii Culti- 
vator.

It is natural for the cow to» 
give a good product, but she must be fed 
good food regularly and in sensible quau-i 
titles aud proportions.—llonmtcad. 


PROPEU FEEDING; 


The amount of food digested Dy any 
animal is the basis of the product. 
To 
increase the digestive ability of the ani- 
mal IS a great step in the improvemeut 
of dairy stock, and this should be made 
a special point in the rearing of calves. 
But as animals diiicr considerably in this 
natural ability and as food that is not di- 
gested is v/asted or becomes a cause of 
disease, every farmer should take pains 
to measure the capacity of his animals in 
this respect and make a note of it for his 
guidance. 
When food is left uncon- 
sumed the ultimate point of digestive 
ability is reached, add the quanti^-y con- 
sumed should be made the special ration 
of that animal. 
In feeding calves the 
ration should be made up of the most 
nutritious food, but not such as contains 
much fat. 
Skimmed milk, always given 
warmed to eighty degrees, with ground 
oats and bran in moderate proportions at 
first, and gradually increased, is the best 
for them. 
In feeding cows the product 
of milk and butter should be made a 
test for the quantity of food given. 
As 
long as an increase of product is noted 
the feeding may be gradually increased, 
but special care is to be observed as to 
the result of the feeding upon the ani- 
mal's health. 
The first outward result 
will be noted in the condition of the 
udder with a decrease in the milk pro- 
duct, and this is to be watched very 
closely.—New York Times,.

DETKIJIENTAII DAMPNESS.' 


"Wot, mucky, black soil should be Icept 
for hay, and even this ydW be deficient 
in nutriment as compared with hay from 
rich, dry upland. 
The soft, succulent 
herbage grown on damp soil is deficient 
in bone-making material, and the moist- 
ure of the land tends to make the feet of 
pastured stock soft and unsound. 
The 
hoofs of horses reared on dry mountain 
land can go unshod without injur^'-, while 
a case of footrot in sheep is never heard 
of; nor have sheep ever been seen feed- 
ing upon their knees because of excessive 
wearing upon the stony soil. 
Dry pas- 
ture is productive of sound animals, with 
good bone, sound, 
tough hoofs and 
good, hardy constitutions; 
while weak, 
tenderfooted and lymphatic animals all 
come from soft, undrained fields where 
the herbage is rank and watery. 
Drain- 
age of such fields is imperative for the 
good condition of the stock; it is indis^ 
l)ensible for their liealth and sound lungs. 
To breathe the vapors from wet ground is 
injurious, and in investigating the causes 
for disease which alZects some herds and 
flocks more than others, the characters of 
the soil should be the first element con- 
sidered, 
The prevailing diseases of any 
season are found where animals have 
been kept on wet pasture or in damp 
stables, and the splenic fever, blackleg 
and tuberculosis of cattle, and pinkeye 
and influenza of horses, may in nearly 
every instance be traced back to this in- 
jurious eifect of undrained land or damp 
buildings.—New Yorh Tribune, 


FEEDING FOn EGGS IN WINTEU. 


At this season of the year, when egcfs 
command a high price, the main object 
with all who kee)> poultry for profit is to- 
force tho egg production up to the highest 
possible point, says Emery S. Pugh in tho 
American (Juliitator, 
It would be well^ 
however, to select a few of the choicest 
fowls from the flock to boused for breed- 
ing purposes, and place them in a sepa- 
rate apartment, and not stimulate them 
to egg production until eggs are wanted 
for hatching purposes. 
If this is dono 
you will have better chicks than you 
otherwise would. 
Fowls forced to their 
utmost now will not produce such strong, 
vigorous offspring as those that are not» 
The first requisite toward filling the 
egg basket is a warm place for your 
feathered friends. 
Without comfortable 
quarters for them you cannot hope for 
many eggs in winter. 
If you have such 
a place give for their morning feed a 
mash composed of one part boiled and 
mashed vegetables, one part corn meal 
and one part shorts or midlings. 
Small 
potatoes, carrots, parsnips or 
turnips, 
any or all are good for this purpose. Mix 
this feed up with hot water. 
Do not 
make it sloppy, but as thick as you caa 
stir it. 
Add to this two or three times a 
week, a dash of red pepper, and about 
once a week a little sulphur. 
Peed it 
while warm, not hot. 
Onions chopped 
fine and added to their morning feed are 
excellent, and will help to keep the fowls 
in good health. 
Do not feed too many 
onions, however, or they will impart to 
eggs a decidedly unpleasant flavor. 


I formerly fed my fowls three times a 
day, but experience has taught me that 
twice a day is preferable. 
I gave tho 
afternoon feed about 3 p. M., and I find 
a mixture composed of various grains, 
such as buckwheat, corn, oats, sunflower 
seeds and wheat give the best results. 
Caution is required in feeding corn and 
sunflower seeds, as they have a tendency 
to produce fat, and an overfat hen will 
not lay. 
My plan of feeding corn is to 
give it to tho fov/ls on the cob and let 
them pick it oil. 
This gives them exer- 
cise, which is very essential when they 
arc confined in small pens. 


In addition to the above feed, some 
kind of green food is necessary. Suspend 
a head of cabbage by a string from the 
ceiling, just high enough from the floor 
so that the fowls will be obliged to jump 
to get at it. 
They will enjoy it greatly. 
Probably the best green food that can bo 
given them is clover hay, chopped fine 
and steamed. 
Let them have access to 
crushed oyster shells and broken bone at 
all times, and a feed of meat scraps once 
a week is greatly relished. 
With the 
above small extra care your fowls should, 
and undoubtedly will, pay a 
handsome 
proiit. 
If they do not, perhaps the most 
profitable plan will be to cut their heads 
oil..

W i y d^varieties of potatoes run out? 
Because 
special care is taken to sCiCCt 
the best for seed. 
The old sorts are not 
to be found; new sorts, without improve- 
ment except as to earliness, taking their 
places. 
A selection of the fittest for 
seed will without doubt keep the variety 
vigorous and preserve its peculiar quali- 
ties, 
To keep the 
early sorts 
from 
sprouting until the time comes for plant- 
ing requires a cool cellar and airTtight 
packages, 
The first sprouts make tho 
more vigorous plants and produce more 
tubers. 


It seems" somntimes a convenience to 
put stones out of the way, to pile them 
around a tree where the plow cannot 
come, but there is no surer way to de- 
stroy the tree. 
The reason seems to be 
that the stones acts as a mujch, keeping 
the soil moist to the very surface. 
This 
encourages the root to grow upward 
near the top of the ground, and as tho 
slone mulch does not prevent frost, tha 
roots arc frozen iu and cannot furnish 
sap.

Cream Sauce—-One fourth of a cup of 


Gutter, one cupful of pondered, sugar, 
two toblespoonfuls of milk or cream, 
flavored to taste; cream the uutter, add 
the sugar slowly, add the milk, beat 
hard, last, add the Savoring: just before 
serving, place the bowl containing the 
sauce in a pail of hot water, but not long 
enough to melt the butter; beat very 
hard and serve.

roast turkey meat fine, Tsith a very saall 
onion, put -what gravy there is into a 
stew tan with a small piece of butter: 
add the meat, and heat very hot over the 
fire: poach enough eggs to allow one for 
each person to be served: turn the raea: 
into the center of a hot platter: place 
the e:rss around the edge, and serve 
together; the onion can be omitted and 
celery used if preferable. 


G'-imbo Soup—Cut up a chicken as for 


p. fricassee; slics an onion and fry it 
brown in sweet lard or butter; remove 
the onion and brown the chicken deli- 
cately : also brown a quart of okra pods, 
sliced; then place all in a kettle, and 
cover with boiling -water; add half a can 
of tomatoes; allow it to cook until the 
chicken is tender; remove all large 
bones, and salt and cayenne, add a table- 
spoonful of Worcestershire sauce, serve 
with boiled rice. 


Boiled Bread Pudding—Cover stoic- 


pieces of bread -with boiling water: let 
them stand fifteen minutes, drain them 
and press out all the surplus water: beat 
four eggs light, add to them a pint and 
a half of milk: add this to the bread 
with ha if a teaspoonfui of salt and 
half a cupful of sugar; mix and turn into 
a mold, and steam one hour; serve -with 
lemon sauce:

PILLOWS AND BOLSTKliS. 


Where pillows are used on the bed in 
the daytime, they are usually the large 
size, measuring twenty-seven inches by 
thirty-four.

mode is often adopted when a lace cover- 
let over colored silk or satin is used in 
place of a white counterpane.

match the reniainer of the bed. 
There 
is no certain rule in such matters, how- 
ever. 
Each housewife uses her taste, 
and a pair of lacc shams over silk arc 
quite as often used. 
With a white bed, 
•which many housekeepers prefer, in spite 
11 the fashionable use of color, pillows 
and pillow shams of hemstitchod or em- 
broidered linen or muslin are used. Hem- 
stitched linen pillow cases are now sold 
so low that they are in quite general use.

A COZY COKNEU. 


The foundation for such really decora- 
tive and useful fnrnishini^ is laid in learn- 
ing to use ordinary 
tools, 
such as the 
hammer, saw, pline, and so on. 
It is a 
mistake, to say the least, to divide indus- 
trial training so that all of one kind falls 
to girls and all of another to 
boys. 
Mothers will do well to teach Bert and 
Sam gentle manners by letting them hold 
the bilby sometimes, while Kate and Lou 
spend a jolly hour or so in the shop with 
their father, learning to drive a nail with- 
out pounding their fingers off, and to do 
the numberless odd jobs, they -will con- 
stantly be thankful as housekeepers for 
knowing how to do. 


Among the comfortable and ornamen- 
tal details of furnishing, corner seats 
built into the house have an important 
place. 
They are just the thing to jiut in 
the corners made by chimnej'S, to build 
into bow-windows and into odd nooks 
all over the house. 
The frames are easily 
and cheaply put together, and the cush- 
ions and covers are inexpensive if made 
at home. 
Excelsior makes a good filling 
for the seats and backs. 
For the cush- 
ions, use curled hair or feathers, and by 
all means have one in each corner filled 
with the odorous pine needles and fir 
bouirhs. 
Whatever the materials used 
for filling and covers, the cushions should 
be large, and there should be plenty of 
them. 
Covers of "crushed" plush are 
pretty. 
They are made simply with a 
silk cord about the edges, or ornamented 
with rich applique work. 
The better 
qualities of cretoons make nice-looking 
cheap covers for these pillow-cushions. 
There should be a strong inner cover of 
closelj*- woven Htu If when 
silk outside 
covers are used, and always upon fir pil- 
lows. 
Wash silks are the only onessuit- 
aljle for covers, and they should be more 
lasily detachable.—QourieY-Journal, 


RECIPES. 


Cream Sauce—One fourth of a cup of 
butter, one cupful of powdered sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of milk or cream, 
flavored to taste; cream the butter, add 
the sugar slowly, add the milk, beat 
hard, last, add the flavoring; just before 
serving, place the bowl containing the 
sauce in a pail of hot water, but not long 
enough to melt the butter; beat very 
hard and serve. 


Spanish Eggs—Boil ten eggs twenty 
minutes, then remove the shells, and 
slice them intc a hot dish, fry one onion 
in two tablespoonfuls of butter until 
delicately broAvned; mix a tablespoonful 
of arrowroot in a cupful of cream, add 
half a cupful of hot water; add this to 
the 
onion, and stir until thick and 
ci*eamy; season with salt and pepper, 
pour over the eggs, and serve at once. 


Turkey and Poached Eggs—Chop cold 
roast turkey meat fine, Avith a very small 
onion, put wliat gravy there is into a 
stew pau Avith a small piece of butter; 
add the meat, and heat very hot over the 
fire; poacii enough eggs to allow one for 
each person to be served; turn the meat 
into the center of a hot platter; place 
the eggs around the edge, 
and 
serve 
together; the onion can be omitted and 
celery used if preferable. 


Gumbo Soup-T-Cut up a chicken as for 
a fricassee; slice an onion and fry it 
broAvn in sweet lard or butter; remoA'c 
the oniou and broAvn the chicken deli- 
cately; also brown a qunrt of okra pods, 
sliced; then place all iu a kettle, and 
cover with boiling Avater; add half a can 
of tomatoes; allow it to cook until the 
chicken is tender; remove all 
large 
bones, and salt and cayenne, add a table- 
spoonful of AVorcestershiie sauce, serve 
Avith boiled rice. 


Boiled Bread Pudding—Cover 
stale 
pieces of bread Avith boiling Avater; let 
them stand fifteen minutes, drain them 
and press out all the surplus water; beat 
four eggs light, add to them a ¡nut and 
a half of milk; add this to the bread 
Avith half a teaspoonful of salt and 
half a cupful of sugar; mix and turn intu 
a mold, and steam one hour; serve A\'ith 
lemon sauce; 
currants and 
chopped 
raisins can be added to this recipe if de- 
sired, making a very delicious puddin^r.
